GARDEN NOTES 
Making Every Féot Count 

Even a plot bf.10 feet by 26 
will give big retuftig in vegetables 
with a little planning and double 


cropping. In these small plots one 


is wise to forget those bulky or 
spreading sorts of things like potd- 
toes; corn, squash or peas. One 
should concentrate on beans, car- 
rots, beets, spinach, radish, lettuce, 
possibly a half-dozen staked toma- 
toes and perhaps a hill or two of 
cucumbers trained over the boun- 
dary fence. None of these vege- 
tables take up much room. Beans, 
beets and carrots can be grown in 
rows only a foot apart, though an 
inch or so wider will make cultiva- 
tion easier, and 10 feet of any of 
them will produce many meals for 
the average family. With some of 
the very early things like lettuce, 
radish and spinach double cropping 
can be practised. Plant these in rows, 
say, 18 inches apart, with rows of 
the later things—beets, beans, car- 
rots, parsnips, ete. in between. By 
the time the latter require full 
room the. other quick-maturing 
items will be out of the way. It is 
also possible to have two crops in 
one season, where such quick- 
growers as radish are followed in 
the same ground by late beets, car- 
rots and beans. 
. * x* 

Paths and Driveways 

Where the layout is of fair size 
and the traffic light most garden- 
ers find that.good healthy grass 
will stand a fair amount of wear 
even from an occasional car. In 
many of the big parks and the 
grounds of the Experimental Farms 
the flower beds are separated by 
6 to 12 feet of well-kept grass and 
there are few bare spots. But for 
connecting the front door with the 
street or the back door with the 
vegetable graden, traffic is too 
heavy and some other material will 
have to be provided. Depending 
upon availability one can use flag 
stones, bricks, gravel, crushed cin- 
ders or someaf the patent materials 
which when rolled down are, like 
the blacktop of the surfaced high- 
way. From the gartlening stand- 
point the point to keep in mind is 
that these must be built so as to 
interfere as little as possible with 
grass cutting. Where properly laid 
and graded one should be able to 
run a mower fight over thent, and 
save a lot of hand-cutting. 

* * * 

Keep Them Healthy 

The best protection against in- 
sects and disease is a healthy gar- 
den, grown from good disease-re- 
sistant seed, well cultivated and 
free from weeds. Bugs usually lurk 
in weed growth waiting until the 
graden stuff is big enough for a 
raid. For those bugs that eat holes 
in the foliage use poison. For those 
that suck out the juices and make 
the plant wither use a spray that 
will burn. Dsease usually hits. the 
plant cells and causes withering or 
rot in blackish spots. Chemicals like 
sulphur are used in this case. Often 
one good treatment will be enough, 
but with things like leaf hoppers 
and potato bugs which lay eggs, 
two or.three successive treatments 
to get the young Ones will be need- 
ed. Most chemicals lose their po- 
tency in time so a fresh supply 
each season is advisable.

When a customer conics into 
the shop for a trade-in, the un- 
wanted item is appraised by Mrs. 

She grants wampum 
according to her idea of its worth. 

Medium of Exchange 

Customers then swap the wam- 
pum for any article in the store. 
Che mart is advertised as “the store 
with nothing to sell,” but it earns 
for its owner through a. service 
charge on each article. The more 
wampum required, the less the ser- 
vice charge. 

Barter Mart started in one tiny 
room with 18 of Mrs. McConnell's 
personal relics. The rent was earn- 
ed the first day. Since then it has 
moved twice and expansion to still 
larger quarters is slated for the 
near future. 

Since the first of the year 9,138 
articles nave been taken in and an 
estimated 4,000 units of wampum 
are in circulation, 

The venture has been so success: 
ful that Mrs. McConnell has sold

They don’t see that the flour is 
perfectly dry and free from lumps— 
and they’re not always particular 
that it is plain flour. Rarely do they 
trouble to weigh the flour or mea- 
sure it exactly, and as oftcn as not 
they use too much.

They will go to the trouble of 
beating the egg, though it is not 
necessary, and add it to the flour 
with a little milk, but they haven't 
the patience to stir and beat until 
there are nO lumps left before add- 
ing the rest of the milk. . 

Once ygu get the batter lumpy, it 
ig practically impossible (short of 
straining-tH€ lumps out) to get the

Refused a Peerage 

After he had attained power, 
Queen Victoria, who admired him 
greatly, offered him a peerage. He 
refused, and it was passed on to 
Mary Ann, who became Viscount: 
ess Beaconsfield, 

Later, after the death of his wife, 
he accepted a peerage and became 
Lord Beaconsfield, but, by then, 
his successes meant little to him. 

In 1880, his health fast failing 
him, he was working hard to finish 
his last novel “Endymion.” The 
following vear he knew he only had 
a few weeks to live, but he finished 
the novel. He died on April 19th, 
1881. 

After his death the Queen erected 
a monument to him, which was in-, 
scribed “From his grateful Sover- 
eign and Friend.”

Canadian Couple Builds Herb Business, 


Under the above heading, Lyn 


_ Harrington, in a recent issue of the 


of The Christian Science Monitor, 
has an article which should be of 
interest to so many of our readers 
that, by special permission, we are 
reproducing it complete. 


Herbs have not only added 
piquancy to the menu of the At- 
kinson family of Caledon, Ontario, 
but their fragrance has enriched 
their lives. Mr. and Mrs. William 
Atkinson, a middle-aged couple in 
a tiny Ontario village, not only use 
herbs themselves, but grow them 
and package them for tale to oth- 
ers. Their partnership »ased on a 
mutual interest has grown into a 
profitable small business. 


Mr. Atkinson always loved gar- 
dens and gardening—and reading. 
As he pored over seed catalogues 
or. medieval writings, his mind 
turned to herbs. He now grows 
some 60 different varieties in his 
garden. Mrs. Atkinson uses almost 
all of them in her cookery. 


“The Wee Gardens,” ‘4 the At- 
kinsons call their place in the Cale- 
don Hills about 40 mile® northwest 
of Toronto, is less than an acre in 
extent. Herbs edge the paths, grow 
in the flower beds on the lawn, un- 
der the apple tree, in the shadow of 
the junipers, as foundation plant- 
ing, and in neat rows in the back 
garden. It is sufficient for their 
immediate needs as the Atkin- 
sons do not market in bulk, and it 
can be extended if they do desire. 


After’ the war, the Atkinsons de- 


cided to turn their hobby into a 
commercial ' enterprre At first, 
they found ditheulty jn obtaining 
bottles in which to pakage their 
products. But their difficulty has 
been overcome, The crushed herbs, 
go to market in attractive small 
jellies, and various kinds of vinegar 
hottles in package their 
kinson’s previous work with an ad- 
yertising agency helped him design 
the labels and the packaging, an 
important part of selling.

They started with just the herbs 
—marjoram, thyme, rosemary, sage 
and savory and others. But exten- 
sive reading, wit an eye to their 
own resources, persuaded them to 
try. vinegars.

Go Easy On That 
Scrubbing Brush! 


Now that Mom is about to cap- 
tain the paint-up, clean-up squad 
for springtime house cleaning, 
specialists from the New York Ex- 
tension sand Experiment Station 
are offering a word of caution. 
Paint is not impervious to all soap 
preparations. If you get too busy 
removing the dirt, the paint tay 
come off too! 

If scouring of painted surfaces 
seems necessary, one of the *best 
aids is finely powdered whiting, 
inexpensive by the pound, and 
procurable at paint, hardware, and 
often at drug stores, It is an abra- 
sive, but one of the finest varieties. 

If you plan just to’wash the paint, 
a mild neutral soap should be satis- 
factory, but even such soap con 
tains some alkali that will evertn- 
ally affect the paint if left on it. 
Directions for commercial paint- 
cleaning preparations suggest no 
rinsing is needed; but this is a 
misapprehension as the alkaline 
content of soap does weaken paint 
surfaces if left on them, Just be 
sure to rinse carefully every area 
you wash. To be sure of doing this 
it is wise to. Wash Only a small 
area at a ‘Time; then rinse it well 
before moving to the next area.

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GARDEN NOTES 


Order of Planting 


Most garden things in. Canada 
divide themselves into four groups: 
hardy, semi-hardy, semi-tender and 
tender, 

In the first are those that go in 


_ just as ‘early as possible. Frost will 


not hurt them at all, may in fact 
do them good. In this tough class 
are sweet peas, nursery stock and 
grass seed, also practically any~- 


< . . 
thing else of a perennial nature. 


The second group. includes those 
that like te grow early and will 
stand some frost. These are mostly 


vegetables like lettuce, © radish, 
spinach, garden peas, perhaps a 
short row or two of beets and 


carrots, and the first potatoes. One 
can risk the first sowing of these 
about as soon as the soil is fit to 
work, True, a real hard frost will 
damage them, but a few degrees 
will not. 

In the third category are plants 
that will stand some pretty cool 
weather, evea a degree or two of 
frost, but they don’t like it. They 
should not be risked outside until 
practically all danger ‘of frost is 
over, In this group will be most of 


our annual flowers—cosmos, zin- 
nias, marigolds, petunias — and 
beans, potatoes, corn, cabbage, 


perhaps even a few tomato plants 
among the vegetables. 

Last of all we have the really 
tender things. Frost is fatal to 
these and they don’t like and will 
not thrive in cool weather or cool 
soil. Among the flowers are the 
cannas, gladioli, dahlias, and in the 
vegetable category: . cucumbers, 
melons, squash, peppers and such. 
When the season is ready for these 
it is also the best time for the main 
plantings of corn, tomatoes. 

Must Have Room 


A. most important job, after the 
plants are up, will be thinning and 
spacing. This is vital work and 
applies to either flowers or vege- 
tables. Crowded flowers will grow 
thin and spindly, will not bloom 
freely and the biggest plants will 
topple over in the first storm. 
They should have half as much 
room between as they’ will grow 


for things like nasturtiums, less for 
alyssum, much more for tall mari- 
golds, cosmos or spider plants. 
With the smaller vegetables; a 
couple of inches between plants. is 
sufficient. Fhis applies to leaf let- 
tuce, early carrots, beets, etc. Beans 
and peas should have from 4 to 6 
inches between plants, and as all 
the seed usually germinates it 
should be planted about this far 
apart. Rows should be from 15 
inches to 2 feet apart. sta is usu- 
ally planted from 3 to 6 seeds to 
a hill, about 18 inches apart each 
way, or rows 2 to 3 feet “apart. 
Tomato plants require at least 18 
inches. each ‘way; melons, squash

The kingdom of Israel was ruled 
successively by Saul, David and 
Solomon. Then Solomon's son, Re- 
hoboam, succeeded to the’ throne 
Jeroboam leading a delegation from 
the northern tribes, appealed for 
relief from the tax burden. One is 
inclined to speculate that it. was 
probably very light compared with 
the direct and indirect taxes we bear 
today. But Rehoboam was.a poor 
politician. Instead of placating the 
urrest by bright promises, he turned 
from the advice of the experienced 
advisors to that of the rasn yotng 
men. To the delegation he said, “My 
little finger shall be thicker than my 
father's loins. And now whereas my 


yoke, I will add to your yoke; my 
father hath chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you with 
Kings 112:7-11). 
Rebellion followed and -the ten 
northern tribes made Jeroboam 
their king. But all the blame for this 
division must not be put on Re-. 
hoboam. His father had loved many 
strange women and they had turned 
his heart after other gods. For this 
sin God predicted the rending of 
the ten tribes to form a separate 
kingdom, 11 Kings 11:11. 

The northern kingdom was less 
faithful to God than the southern. 
Nineteen kings reigned in the 254 
years until the kingdom was des- 
troyed and the people led away by 
the Assyrians. Amos was one of 
the faithful prophets who preached 
righteousness to the decaying na- 
tion. The people tolerated violence. 
They became soft and indulged in 
idleness and luxury. They drank 
wine in bowls. Cups were too small. 

Were these people worse than 
Canadians today? It is hardly con- 
ceivable that they drank more in- 
toxicating beverages than Canadians 
or that there was more drunken- 
ness.

This is, perhaps, a strange time 
to write about hatreds and resent- 
ments. One may think that they are 
confined for the moment to that 
wild land south of the 38th parallel, 
but honest appraisal finds hatreds 
and resentments with us on the 
home front, be it in war or peace, 

The medical profession admits 
this, and says that these forces 
attack not only the soul but the 
body. A man with an uncontrolled 
temper may wind up in surgery; 
resentments have caused arthritis. 
“Worry, fear and anger are the 
greatest discase causers,” says the 
eminent doctor, Charles T. Bing- 
ham. Alcoholics Anonymous has 
“cured” many of the disease of al- 
coholism, but not until all hatreds 
and resentments have been obliter- 
ated, 

Thoreau was well aware of how 
many persons, even in his small 
part of the world, were leading 
lives of “quiet desperation” and 
he wrote ot them with pity. Today 
physicians and psychologists are 
striving to straighten out 
lives.

Q. How can. I make a ood 
mending cement for use around the 
home? 

A. A good cement for mending 
almost anything around the home 
can be made by mixing | quart of 
wood ashes, Y-caup of table salt, 
and enough water to give proper 
consistency. The dark appearance 
at’ first will afterwards turn al- 
most white, 

Q. How can I soften and whiten 
the hands? . 

A. 3% one ounce of glyceritie, 
three ounpes of bay. rum, %4-drant 
oil berkamot, and. apply. Or, rub 
wel at nigh with olive oil and 
wear sleeping gloves. 

Q. How can I remove a musty 
odor left in a bottle or jar, after 
the contents have been removed? 

A. Tear a newspaper into small 
pieces, stuff down into the bottle 
or jar, and this will absorb all the 
odor if left there for a few days. 

©. How can I remove old wall 
‘paper easily? 

A. An ex@elient method for re- 
moving wall paper is to put a cup 
of vinegar into a Uucket of hot 
water and wet the walls thoroughly 
with th's solution, The paper will 
ceadily peel off. 

Q. How should violets be 
planted. 

A.. Violets should be planted in 
the open grgund in a rich soil, pro- 
tected from the sun's strong rays. 
Too much. sunlight produces all 
leaves und no flowers. 

Q. How can I prevent baked 
potatoes from bursting while cook- 
ing? 

A. Prick the potatoes with a 
fork before baking them. This al- 
lows the air to escape and prevents 
their bursting. 

Q. How can I prevent the for- 
mation of icing: when making 

> 

A. When the syrub is coming 
to a boil, add 14-teaspoon cream of 
tartar to every 2 cups of sugar 
used. This will prevent the for- 
mation of icing, or turning back to 
sugar. 

Q. How can I clean ebony 
brushes and mirrors that have be- 
come dull in appearance? 

A. Try rubbing a little white 
Vaseline jelly into them with a 
soft cloth. Rub until the wood has 
absorbed all the greases and taken 
on a rich gleam. 

Q. How can I boil a cracked 
egg? 

A. Wrap the egg in a piece of 
waxed paper, the kind in which 
bread is purchased; the contents 
of the egg will not boil out while 
boiling. 

Q. How can I store blankets 
so that they wil be mothproof? 

A. Before storing the blankets, 
see that they are thoroughly clean, 
then pack with moth balls and 
newspapers, Jeaving no cracks for 
moths to enter. If properly done 
this is just as effective as moth- 
proof bags

Blame the containers if cream 
has a metallic taste. Better still, 
blame the person who put the cream 
into rusty or improper containers. 
C. A. Gibson, research officer in 
dairying with the Central Experi- 
mental Farm at Ottawa calls atten- 
tion to the reason for this metallic 
flavour in cream which is imparted 
to butter made from such cream. In 
butter, the flavour is “known as 
“tallowy” and the defect arises from 
chemical changes in. the butterfat 
or associated substances, 
Contamination of milk with metal 
like jron, or copper will have simi- 
lar resultg $0, points out Mr, Gib- 
son, keep whole milk away from 
tinned copper equipment worrm®so 
that the copper ts exposed, or gal- 
vanized iron pails. Cream cans with 
rust spots should be strictly avoided 
for shipping cream and should be 
either retinned or used for some- 
thing else. Don’t use jam or honey 
pails. Use only well-tinned, giass 
or aluminum vessels for storage and 
be- sure the separator bowl, dises 
and spout are not Worn, 
Finally, keep dairy 
spotlessly clean so that acids will . 
not form and dis olve the metal,

There is no reason. why the pea 
season should last only a couple 
of weeks, and that soes for beans, 
corn or anything else. The trick

JIn-most parts of Canada it 
possible to make regular sowings 
of such things as beans, carrots 
and lettuce every two weeks up to 
the first week or so Of July.

Be Ready for Trouble 

For almost every flower, fruit, 
vegetable and shrub it seems there 
is a special insect dr disease: Few 
indeed ate free from attack and 
The 
best defense Ws healthy growth and 
good seed. It is comparatively easy 
to control damage in a clean, well 
cultivated garden of husky growth, 
but it is a big problem where the 
plants are not doing welkand where 
there are a lot of weeds and other 
tubbish to protect and help pro- 
pagate bugs and discases, 

Fortunately for the garden 
enemies there are dusts and sprays 
specially prepared to deal with 
them, For the bugs that eat holes 
in the foliage use poison. For those 
that suck out the juices causing 
the plant to wither, attack with a 
spray that will burn. Disease usual- 
ly hits the plant cells and causes 
withering or rot in blackish spots. 
Chemicals like sulphur are used 
in this case. Often one good treat- 
ment will be enough but with things 
like leaf hoppers and potato bugs 
which lay eggs, two or three suc~ 
cessive treatments to get the young 
ones will be needed. Most chemicals 
lose their potency in time so a fresh 
supply each season is. advisable.

Give Them A Trial 

It's a good plan to try something 
entirely new eachiyear. By adding: 
a flower or vegetable each season 
one will make new and pleasing 
discoveries, widen the range of in- 
terest ad also value. 

It should be remembered that 
the job: of the plant breeder has 


‘been continuous. Each year he dis- 


covers new types and varietics, 
turning out better or hardier plants 
that will do well in a wider range 
of climate in Canada. : 

In addition to brand new flow- 
ers and vegetables, new shades have 
been added to old standbys among 
the flowers, and earfier, more ten- 
der varieties to standard vegetables. 
Some of the old favorites of our 
fathers’ . and grandfathers’ days 
would hardly be recognized today. 
Flowers have been greatly im- 
proved in size and color and vege: 
tables are better too.

They Have South of the Border 


If you happen to be caught 
driving an automobile while under: 
the influence of intoxicating liquor, 
your punishment depends on the 
state you. are in—not the state of 
inebriation, but the state of the 
Union, : i. 

Example: Suppose you have a 
few highballs in Council Bluffs, la. 
If you are arrested and found’ 
guilty, your fine can't be less than 
$300 and it may be $1,000, 

But if you can manage to drive 
the five miles across the Missouri 
River into Omaha before you are 
collared by a cop, yout future is 
much brighter. The minimum fine 
in Nebraska is $10 and the most it 
can cost you is $50. 

There, five miles apart, are two 
extremes of the state law govern- 
ing the drinking driver--one high- 
light of a survey recently com- 
pleted by the « National Safety 
Council's CaQxmittee on. Tests for 
Intoxication covering 42 states and 
the District of Columbia, The sur- 
vey was concegned only with the 
laws on the bdoks—the first step 
in’ controlling the drinking driver. 

“If you belie Americans 
are sequal anded the law, then 


e all 


cally 


don’t get snarled in the legal briar 
patch surrounding the drinking 
driver,” advised Ned HH. Dear- 
born, council president. “That's one 
reason we are approaching the 
1,000,000th auto death in this coun- 
try.” 

The council says the solution is 
the adoption of a uniform law which 
gives equal protection to the inno- 
cent and equal punishnient to the 
guilty. Such a law is embodied in 
the Uniform Vehicle Code, a model 
statute which the council and others 
concerned with public salcty first 
formulated 25 years ago, 

While some states have adopted 
the code in entirety, or substanti- 
so, in others only bits and 
pieces have found their way into 
law. There the council's survey of 
the drinking driver states revealed 
much law but questionable jus- 
tice. : 

For a first offense of driving un- 
der the influence of intoxicants, 
the model code recomimends a 
minimum fine of $100 and a maxi- 
mum of $1000.

Eleven states and the District 
of Columbia specify no minimum 
fine, three states set it at $10, two 
at $25, one at $35, nine at $50, and 
14 at the recommended $100. Only 
Iowa and New Jersey get tougher 
than that—their minimums are $300 
and $200 respectively. 

Maximum fines follow no logi- 
cal pattern, either. Nebraska has 
the lowest with $50, Nine states 
set the top limit at $100 and four 
at $300, In the District of Colum- 
bia and 16 states the maximum is 
$500, while. only 12 consider the 
offense serious enough for the 
recommended $1000. 

The council found that there is 
little risk of going to jail for the 
first, offence. Not one stare makes, 
it mandatory. Kentucky even pro- 
hibits a jail sentence, and in South 
Carolina 2and Minnesota you can 
get a fine or jail sentence, but not

HO said lacrosse is Canada’s “forgotten game?”’ Current plans for 

1951 (as we learned from Chuck Rowan, Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Ontario Lacrosse Association) give the lie to the old catch phrase. Whatever 
the prophets of gloom may say, lacrosse is today very much alive. We 
admit the game has taken a back seat to football, hockey and baseball due, 
partially, to the strong commercialization of these sports in receat yeara, 
but right now lacrosse seems slated for a healthy revival. 


Growth in Ontario 
Under the aegis 
of the O.L.A., 
lacrosse is particu- 
larly flourishin 
in the Senior 
League towns 
(Peterborough, 
Brampton, Tor- 
onto, Hamilton and 
and St. Catharines) 
and in those of the Border City loop 
(Sarnia, Wallaceburg, /Vindsor and 
Chatham). Both are looking forward 
to.a bangup season. 

According to Chuck Rowan, there 
is little fear for the future as far as 

layers are concerned. The O.L:A. 
hae 120 minor lacrosse fearfs,-with a 
constant flow of youngsters in the 
peewee and bantam classes. 

From Chuck Rowan we also 
learned that the old bugaboo of 
stuffy, indoor playing space is 
gravally being overcome as more 
and more air-conditioned arenas are 
being built and this season Dundas, 
Alliston and Brampton (an 80-year 
old Ciub) wifl boast brand new 
buildings - for Canada’s national 
game. Many Ontario cities and 
towus are either discovering lacrosse 
for the ‘irst time or experiencing a 
reviva: of interest in the game and 
the O:L.A. is considering additional 
league teams from Ottawa, Parry 
Sound and Sault Ste. Marie. 

Asked about the injury element 
in lacrosse, Chuck Rowan pointed 
out that strict supervision of the 
leagues has practically eliminated 
unwarranted rough play. Lacrosse 
today, he figures, is a much safer 
game to play than either football 
or hockey. Speaking of hockey, 
Rowan said: “Few sportsmen will 
deny the great contribution lacrosse 
has made to the game of hockey. 
Speed being the common denomina- 
tor of the two games, good lacrosse 
players usually make fine hockey 
players.”

NEW PRINCIPAL 
AT QUEEN’S 


Appointment of William Archibald 
Mackintosh, C.M.G., M.A., Ph.D 
LL.D., F.R.S8.C., as principal and 
vice-chancellor of Queen's University, 
effective September 1, was announced 
by J. M. Macdonnell, chairman of the 
University Board of . Trustees, Sat- 
urday night,May 19th. The announce- 
ment is a birthday gift for Dr. Mac- 
kintosh for he was 56 on May 21. 

He succeeds Dr. R. C.Wallace, since 
1936 Queen’s distinguished principal 
and vice-chancellor, and senior univ- 
ersity head in Canada, who reaches 
the retiring age of 70 years this 
summer. 

Dr. Mackintosh has been widely 
recognized as an outstanding econ- 
omist, educator and administrator. 
Other universities have sought him as 
their head, but his heart is with 
Queen's. He was honored by the King 
with ‘the C.M.G. for his services to 
the allied cause in World War Two. 
He is a Ph.D. of Harvard, an LL.D.., 
of Manitoba University, 4 Fellow of 
the Royal Society of Canada. He is 
vice-principal of Queen's, Dean of 
the Faculty of Arts, and director of 
the School of Commerce and Admin- 
istration.

Housewives Classed 
As “Unemployed” 


“He'll tell you he won't work 
Saturdays,” said the bus driver, 
“but by the time he does the shop- 


ping and the other errands down-. 


town the missus sends him for, he 
might as well have gone to work,” 


“Yup, that’s the catch in the 
five-day week,” his friend replied. 
“I¢ you aren't working for the boss, 
the old lady has plenty of things 
to keep you busy.” : 

We thought of that when we 
say the lowa Employment Secur- 
ity Commission figure of 84,950 
for “non-farm employment” in Polk 
county this February, and an esti- 
mated 90,600 for next June. 

It is regular statistical practice 
not to count housewives as em- 
ployed. There are practical statis- 
tical reasons for this. 


But economically it doesn’t make 
sense. The simple economic truth 
is that most housewives are not 
fully employed themselves, they are 
also employers.

They are engaged simultaneously 
in several dozen branches of pro- 
duction and transportation indus- 
tries, service trades, and profes- 
sional sérvice.

But their work is so varied, and

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The Old Sap House 


When March arrived with its 
warm sun that thawed days while 
i¢ was cold enough to freeze nights, 
we took up the business of syrup- 
making in carnest. 

The sap house was at the foot 
of 'the slope. It was almost buried 
in a thicket of young hemlocks that 
had started up after the hardwood 
trees had been cut down. The hem- 
locks. broke the force of the wind, 
and the sun shone in, making it 
very pleasant. 

In the sap house was a store of 
dry wood gathered the previous 
year and a brick arch with three 
kettles set in it. The one over the 
door was the largest and the far- 
thest was known as the “sugaring- 
oft” kettle. There were a couple of 
bunks near the roof for the. men 
who attended to boiling off. I 
used to think it was very conyeni- 
ent and comfortable. 


The crust on the snow was hard 
enough to hold up the calves that 
were used to haul the load and we 
would drive around through the 
woods, bore a hole in a tree, put in 
a spile, and set up 4 trough, of 
maybe a pan, to catch the sap. 


We would get back to the house 
before the snow softened enough so 
it would not hold the calves, and 
late at night after it had grown 
cooler so that the crust would hold 
again I would fasten our old churn 
to my calf sled and go out and 
collect sap from thé trees we had 
tapped in the morning. The sap 


' would be poured into the big kettle 


and, if we had-enough to be worth 
while, a fire would be started... 
When they awakened they would 
fill it up alain, and in the morning 
the sap would be much reduced in 
quantity. It would take a lot more 
boiling to make syrup.—From “Yan- 
kee Boyhood,” by .R. E. Gould.

He wrote that he had 
ten thousand beautiful forms in his 
mind which nobody had ever dream- 
ed of and that he could see im- 
measurably farther than he would 
ever be able to travel. 

After he perfected the coarse 
cream colour and presented it as the 
fine Queen‘s ware, they crowded 
his rooms in Bath, in Dublin, in 
Liverpool, and in London to see 
whole dinner sets of it.

Q. How can I launder velveteen? 


A. Wash the velveteen in luke- 
warm, soapy water. Do not twist 
to wring out, but remove the water 
by pressure. Rinse in water of the 
same temperature and shake the 
garment well. When dry, place on 
a thick blanket and iron on the 
wrong side. 


Q. How can I, when painting, 
make easier the task of removing 
paint which gets on my hands? 

A. Before starting to paint, rub 
some Vasvline jelly well into the 
hands and any paint which gets on 
them will come off much easier. 

Q. How can I prevent a bruise 
from discoloring? 

A. One method, it is said, is to 


* rub a fresh bump with wet starch. 


Q. How can I varnish paper on 
the kitchen or bathroom walls so 
that it can be wiped with a damp 
cloth? 

A. Apply the following solution 
with a clean paint brush: Mix-one 
ounce of gum arabic, three ounces 
of glue, and a bar of soap, dissoly- 
ing all in a quart of water 


Q. How can I prevent hot bis- 
cuits from becomming soggy after 
haying served them on the table? 

A, Always serve hot biscuits, 
or hot pastry of any kind, on hot 
plates. The most delicious pastry 
will become soggy when served on 
cold plates. 

Q. How can I best cool the oven? 

A.. When the oven door is open- 
ed, after the oven has been very hot, 
it often cools too quickly. Instead 
of doing this, if a pan of cold water 
is placed in the oven, it will lower 
the temperature graudally. 

Q. Is it advisable to spray fruit 
trees while they are in bloom? 

A. No; some states even prohibit 
this by law. It not only kills the 
honey bees, but interferes with the 
pollination of the blossoms. 

Q. How can I whiten a straw hat 
which is badly sunburned? 

A. Remove’ the band and fasten 
the hat to the inside of a wooden 
box. Then invert the box over a dish 
of burning sulphur. 

Q. How can I give immediate 
treatment to a sprain.. 

A. Sprains may relieved by 
plunging the affected part into 
water as hot as can be borne, keep- 
ing it hot for half an hour. Then 
bind firmly, but not tightly enough 
to cause discomfort, with adhesive 
tape. The best thing to do is to have 
a physician apply the bandage.
